A few days ago young Hoffman was em-

Monday 
he told his brother he had sold two in- 
etruments, and felt encouraged at his pros- 
pects of promotion. 

For the last four or five days, said one 
of the roomers at his brother’s place, young 
Hoffman had appeared dejected and de- 
spondent. He frequently asked concern- 
ing the mail, and appeared to be anxiously 

J awaiting the arrival of a letter. He watched 
for the postman, and when informed there 
was no letter for him he would seek his 
room in silence. He inquired how to get 
trace of a letter if it was missent, and was 
directed to make inquiries at the Post Of- 
fice. j 

At 7 o'clock Tuesday evening Hoffman 

left the house and said he would be gone but 

a short while. He never returned. 

At the hospital two letvers were found in 
his, clothing. One was addressed to his 
brother. 

The other was written in lead pencil, on 
the back of an Oriental Theater bill. It was 
unsealed and was addressed o the public. 
It read as follows: 

“In a case of this kind people always want 
to know the cause. Well, the only reason is 
I was disappointed in love. I wag unfortu- 
mate enough to fall in love with a girl who 
could not love me. My name ig Albert Hoff- 
man and my home is in Tell City, Ind. 
Please notify my parents. My last request 
is that the letter in my pocket will be de- 
NMvered unopened to my brother. I hope all 
those I have wronged will forgive me, as “ 
have forgiven all who have wronged me.“ 

The letter was unsigned. 


THE GOLD RESERVE. 


Predictions That by August 1 It Will 
Fall to Ninety Million Dollars. 


CHICAGO, July 15.—A special to the 
Times-Herald from New York says: Drains 
on the gold reserve in the Sub-Treasury 
continue, both in the gold for export and 
for hoarding, although the amounts with- 
drawn lately are comparatively insignifi- 
cant. It is not these small amounts, how- 
ever, which disturb financiers@and cause 
an additional depression in the stock mar- 
ket. Reports were current and found ready 
credence that the steamships sailing for 
Europe this week will take away the larg- 
est quantity of gold shipped in any one 
week in months. Several of the largest 
gold shipping banking houses were said 
to be preparing to make shipments and 
they would not deny the report. The rate 
of exchange also advanced to a point near 
where gold shipments will be profitable and, 
in addition, the report that the Rothschilds 
are to issue a new $200,000,000 loan of gold 
to aid Russia in going on a gold besis was 
thought to be an indication that other 
large shipments on special contract will 
be made.

As he described the way that thunder 
shower was going to revive drooping veg- 
etatiun and save melting humanity from 
dissolution, the falling rain drops could al- 
most be heard, and the temperature seemed 
to suddenly drop. 

As a matter of fact, it was very hot at 
10 o’clock everywhere but in Dr. Frank- 
enfield’s headquarters. With windows open 
to every point of the compass and every 
breeze that blows fanning the Frankenfield 
brow, he never feels the heat, which prob- 
ay accounts for his lack of sympathy 
ph suffering humanity on the streets be- 
ow.

HER BROTHER-IN-LAW INJURED. 


The Oil-Fed Fire Was 80 Fierce It 
Could Not Be Smothered 
With a Quilt. 


Swathed in bandages from head to foot, 
and tortured with pain, Mrs. Kate Mur 
phy lies dying on a cot at the City Hospital. 

She is a mass of burned flesh and Dr. 
Sutter says she cannot live through the 
day. 

Mrs. Murphy and her husband Thomas 
Murphy, and their three children live at 
1212 North Twentieth street. She is 27 
years old. 

At 5:30 o’clock Wednesday morning Mrs. 
Murphy arose to kindle the fire, prepar- 
atory to making the morning Her 
husband was at the sink, washing his face, 

The fire refused to burn as briskly as 
Mrs. Murphy desired and she took the coal 
oll can and poured’ some of the contents on 
the smouldering wood and coal. 

It blazed up with a flash. The flame fol- 
lowed the stream to the can and it exploded 
with a loud report. The burning fluid spread 
over the unfortunate woman's clothes and 
in an instant she was enveloped in flames. 

Her husband sprang to the bed room and 
jerked a quilt from the bed, intending to 
smother the flames. Mrs. Murphy, crased 
with fright and suffering intense pain, 
dashed out in the street, screaming. Her 
husband followed her, but before he caught 
up with her her screams had attracted the 
attention of the neighbors. 

Emergency Patrolman Frank Murphy of 
the Central District heard the woman's 
shrieks. He overtook her just as her hus- 
band—his brother—came up. He jerked the

that the cows at the Poor House are fine, 
fat, healthy looking animals, fed on the 
best food, and living in the most favor- 
able environment. If this test is to 
sweep them out of existence, What cow is 
safe? 

May it not be possible that cows and 
other animals, otherwise robust, can sup- 
port a certain number of bacteria of the 
tuberculous variety, without damage to 
their health and without rendering their 
milk unwholesome? It is stated repeat- 
edly in works on bacteriology that these 
and other dangerous bacteria are fre- 
quently found in the saliva and secretions 
of healthy persons and animals. 

The best medical advice ought to be 
sought and taken in this emergency. 
We cannot afford to lose the greater part 
of our milk producers on an uncertainty. 


CONCERNING “ANARCHY.”’ 

One of the charges which the Repub- 
licans and Wall Street Democrats are 
hurling against the Chicago platform is 
that it promotes “Anarchy.” ~ When 
asked for a bill of particulars, they point 
to the following plank: 

We denounce arbitrary interference by 
Federal authorities in local affairs as a 
violation of the Constitution of the United 
States and a crime against free institu- 
tions, and we especially object to govern- 
ment by injunction as a new and highly 
dangerous form of oppression by which 
Federal Judges, in contempt of the laws of 
the States and the rights of citizens, be- 
come at once legislators, Judges and exe- 
cutioners; and we approve the bill passed 
at the last session of the United States 
Senate and now pending in the House rel- 
ative to contempts in Federal Courts and 
providing for trials by jury in certain 
cases of contempt. 

Twenty years ago there was not a 
single Republican, Democrat or Prohibi- 
tionist in the United States who would 
not have accepted that declaration as one 
of the truisms of American politics. The 
fact that it is now criticised or objected 
to furnishes the most conclusive proof 
possible that we have of late strayed far 
from the fundamental principles of re- 
publicanism and democracy, and that 
the Democrats at Chicago did wisely in 
calling a halt and demanding a return to 
the ancient landmarks. 

Is Mr. McKinley in favor of “arbitrary 
interference by Federal authorities in 
local affairs?” Is Mark Hanna in favor 
of it? Will any Republican leader step 
forth in the open and declare himself in 
favor of it? Are the Wall Street Demo- 
crats in favor of it?

FIRE PRECAUTIONS. 

The burning of fhe Terminal elevator, 
which destroyed bread products enough 
to supply from 500 to 600 families for a 
year, and might have resulted in great 
loss of life, suggests that better precau- 
tions against fire should be enforced in 
the construction of these buildings. 

At best an elevator is a fire trap. As 

at present constructed, with its sky- 
scraping wooden walls and combustible 
interior, the grain elevator falls an.easy 
prey to the flames if they once get a 
start. It is to be hoped that when the 
country is older, grain elevators will be 
built of stone or brick, with fire-proof 
floors and bins. 
One of the most obvious precautions 
against fire would be to locate the boil- 
ers and furnaces for the hoisting and 
other machinery at a distance from the 
main building, in a fire-proof boiler- 
house, as is done with saw mills. In these 
days when power can be transmitted for 
many miles, there is no excuse for plac- 
ing furnaces and boilers inside a grain 
elevator. The machinery could be run 
by electricity, or, if run by steam, the 
furnaces and boilers should be outside.

DYNAMITE IS FREELY USED. 


But the Brass-Capped Bullets and the 
Mausers Were Captured From 
Spaniards. 


NEW YORK, July 15.—Gen. Carlos Roloff 
is in the city on business for the Cuban 
Government. A local paper * morning 
publishes the following interview w 

Gen. Roloff was asked if it were true, as 
reported by Spaniards, that dissensions 
among the Generals were weakening the 
Cubans, | 

“It is not,” he said, with emphasis. 
“There have been no dissensions among us. 
There was no quarrel between Garcia 
and Gomez, as reported, and Gomez did 


not countermarch on account of any trou- 
le. He countermarched on my order, be- 
cause he wanted a consultation of all the 
Generals as to the programme in view of 
the commencement of the rainy season, 
When Garcia landed he was naturally made 
commander-in-chief of the Eastern De- 
artment. He had been a General in the 
en years war, when Jose Maceo was only 
a Lieutenant Colonel. The government as- 
signed Garcia to the command of the East 
and Gen. Gomez had already made the 
same assignment before the government 
acted. His order reached us two days 
efter we acted.”’ 

“What is there in the charge that the 
insurgents wantonly burn property?” 

“That, also, is not true,” he replied. “We 
don't want to destroy property. It is not 
to our interest to destroy an island we 
are risking our lives to make free and 
happy. Just as Gen. Sherman burned on 
his march to the sea, and as Sheridan 
burned in the valley of the Shenandoah to 
destroy the resources of their enemies, so 
we have destroyed the sugar crop and 
hurned sugar mills to cripple Spain. Spain 
drew the sinews of war from the exports 
of $60,000,000 of sugar annually. We stopped 
the grinding to stop that revenue. That's 
our idea, 

“And here's that explosive bullet story!“ 
Gen. Roloff exclaimed, and then laughed 
heartily. We haven't anything of the 
Kind. We have the bekan-cupeed bullets 
captured from the Spaniards. You have 
seen them in Cuba, haven't you? They use 
them in their Remingtons. That bullet ts 
the most deadly missile there is. It makes 
a terribie wound. Then there are the Mau- 
sers we have taken from them. They make 
n Mauser in Spain and the bullets from them 
wabbte and strike side on. Those make bad 
wounds also. The Mauser ball, when it 
strikes direct, does little harm unless it hits 
a vital spot. As a matter of fact, nations 
now are devising the most destructive im- 
plements of war. 

We use dynamite, all we can get. We 
blow up railroads and we make mines and 
blow up Spaniards on the march, and we 
destroy steamers with it. The trouble with 
us is that we are not experienced in its use. 
It is not used as it ought to be. We ought 
to destroy more with it.“ 

Gen. Roloff was asked if there was an 
truth in the charge that the Spanish Kall 
pacilic people. 0 

Ves,“ he replied, it is true. Tou can 
say for me that I know they kill pacifices. 
The civil guard and the guerrillas do it. 
Their civil guards are the worst murder- 
ers of all. They go out and fail to fight, 
and then they kill harmless people and go 
back and say they had a battle.“ 

He was asked if he had personal knowl- 
edge of the fact that Weyler committed 
atrocities in the ten years’ war. 

“Yes, and upon women at that,“ he re- 
plied. “But I-don’t want to say any- 
thing myself on that subject. It is enough 
to repeat what Martirez Cempos said about 
it before: he left Spain for Cuba. A 
Cuban autonomist asked Campos if the re- 
port was true that Weyler was coming to 
Cuba. 

No.“ Campos replied. ‘The dead would 
rise out of their graves if Weyler should 
go there.’ That was published in the Span- 
ish papers in Havana at the time. I can't

LONDON, July 15.—Lord Salisbury, on be- 
half of the Queen, has invited Li Hung 
Chang, who is now in Parts, to visit Eng- 
land at the national expense. Li Hung 


Chang has accepted this invitation, and will 
stay in England for a month from August 
8. He will be lodged in a mansion, probably 
on Carlton House Terrace. Li Hung Chang 
contemplated a visit to England when he 
came to Russia as the special envoy of the 
Czar, but it was not expected that he would 
be a national guest. The ostentation of his 
reception in Russia and the marked atten- 
tion paid to his visiv in Germany and in 
France, have awakened much discussion in 
the English press, and have attracted the 
interested attention of English statesmen. 
The invitation now extended is the result. 


CACERES’ CRITICISM. 


He Laughs at Pierola’s Talk About 
Revolution. 


NEW YORK, July 15.—A special to the 
Herald from Buenos Ayres, Argentina, 
says: Gen. Caceres, formerly Prseident of 
Peru, has just given an interview to the 


press. Pierola, he says, has acted strangely 
in imprisoning persons merely on suspicion 
that a revolution was about to be attempt- 
ed. A revolutionary conspiracy had exist- 
ence only in Pierola’s imagination, said the 
ex-President. Arrests were resorted to as 
an act of vengeance against Caceres and his 
friends. Caceres had not taken part in 
any revolutionary propaganda, and if com- 
promising letters had been found bearing 
his signature, that signature was a forgery 
and a strong proof that Pierola’s adminis- 
tration was tampering with the mails.

ROLLA WELLS’ RESIGNATION. 


The Chicago Platform Does Not Meet 
With His Approval, So He Gives 
Up the Office of President. 


At the meeting of the St. Louis Democ- 
racy Tuesday night, President Rolla Wells 
gubmitted his resignation and vacated the 
chair to Vice-President R. D. Lancaster. 

The resignation caused no surprise, as 
Mr. Wells’ intention to quit the leadership 
of the organization was announced in 
Tuesday's Post-Dispatch, as well as his 


reasons for taking such action. Wells held 
the chair until the meeting by an over- 
whelming majority and amidst great en- 
thusiasm adopted a resolution indorsing the 
Chicago ticket and platform.

The surprise of the evening came in the 
introduction of Senator George G. est 
as the chief speaker’: He came to the city 
unexpectedly Tuesday evening, and a com- 
mittee of the St. Louis Democracy lost no 
time securing his presence at the meeting. 
The heat in the hall was excessive, but the 
crowd was enthusiastic, and the Little 
Giant“ was given an ovation. 

In opening his address he referred to the 
difference of opinion tiat prevailed to some 
extent in the party ranks over the financial 
question. The fundamental principle of the 
Democratic party was that the majority 
ghould rule. No man could expect that the 
platform would be satisfactory to him at 
all times.

Davis 
has the entire Kansas City and Jackson 
County delegations at his back and also 
some viggrous supporters among the St. 
Louis del@pates. 

The Kansas City ex-Mayor has a furious 
fight on his hands with the Warner faction, 
which, though shut out of representation 
on the Jackson County delegation, will yet 
go to Springfield and conduct a bitter cru- 
sade against his nomination. The same 
tactics that they employed at St. Joseph 
will be repeated at the nominating conven- 


tion. 
The bitter factional fights in the two big 
cities have been closely observed by ihe 
country leaders, and on good authority the 
story comes that the party managers out- 
side of St. Louls and Kansas City will make 
a fight on the Mayor and ex-Mayor and en- 
deavor to secure the nomination of R. E.
